Depredations, open Noon-day Robberies, and an in- 
evitable, and fudden Ruine of the Brittifh and 
Protestant Interest in Ireland. laying granted 


Commiffions dated about. the beginning of January — 


laft for thefe New Levies, be after upon Notice 
of the King's Defertion the 10th of December, 
alter d the dates of thefe Commiffions to the firft of 
December ; to bear a fhow as done while the 
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King was in the Government, and confequently that 
we fhould believe it was by his Majefties Orders. 

And many of thefe New-rais’d men were fo Trans 
[ported with the Glorious profpeét they had before 
them, that they had not the Continence, no, not 
their Priefts, to refrain telling us, That they were 
now our Mafters, and we muft fubmit to new Laws, 
fuch as fhould be their Pleafure, and what we had 
deferved in their Opinion. 

Then it was tye thought our felves no longer une 
der obligation to be active in our own Destruction, 
to acknowledg Officers whom our Laws did inca- 
pacitate, and acting more violently than ever, in 
the open Contempt of our Laws, and vifibly to our 
Extirpation ; and that in all reafonable Prefumptie 
on, even Without Orders from the King, who being 
gone from us ( for what Reafons we neither knew at 
that diflance, nor could examine ) wwe did not think 
we ought to continue in affifting to the breach of our 
Laws in any leffer bands, whether of the Lord Tyr- 
connel, or of any other. And inthis Caufe only it 
was, that we first took Arms in defence of our Laws, 
againft thofe, who when the King was gone, would 
govern: by Force, tho the Law faid they fhould hot be 
capable of any Employment ; and when they declared 
they would aE in contradiftion to all the Laws in 
being ; and went fo farimit, asto lay us abfolutely 

in 
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in the mercy of another Maffacre, with which fome 
of them threatned us, and the moft, moderate of 
them didnot tell us we were fecure from it. But on 
the contrary, very many Intimations were fent from 
Fofterers, and others among the Irifh, to their 
Friends of the Protestants, to be gone, to fend away 
the Effects, tofave their Lives, for that.a ftorm 
was coming. They had Publick Maffes through all 
the North, for the furthering of that which they 
called Inteneragh, that is, a Secret Intention. Our 
Fills were daily covered with Multitudes of them, 
Arming and Inlifting themfelves; and they were 
quarter'd in. our Towns, and in Private. Houfes. 
All of themwere Armed, of all Sorts, Sexes, and 
Ages ; .the old Women, and young Children, provided 
them Skeans and Half-Pikes, for which they cut 
down our Woods before our Faces ; and it. was dif- 
ficult to. get a Hlorfe (hod in our Countrey 5 all 
Smiths being taken up infitting this fort of Armos 
ry. Nor, were. thei, Circumftances alter’d more 
than their Looks and Behaviour ;, and if we might 
believe.themfelves) uathing wanted but the:Signal 
to perfect. what bad been begun .inkorty ones; we 
were: abfolutely\in: their. Power, and\cweshad but 
that moment.tovefcue oursfelveso: oo cign ..

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INNISKILLING-MEN. 


Bout the firft Day of December, 1688. there came 


a Letter from Mr. Secretary Edis, by the Lord ' 
Tyrconnel’s Order, to the Provoft of Luniskiling,to 
provide Quarters for two Foot Companies; zz. 


Capt. Nugent’s and Capt. Shurloe’s Companies, that were 


fent to Quarter inthat Town; and about the fame timea 


report was fpread through the Countrey, That the /rz/h 
intended to Maflacre all the Britti/b; and to confirm the 


fame, upon Fridaythe 7th of the fame Month, there came - 
to Jxniskilling,and to moft Gentlemen in theCountry about, . 
a Copy of a Letter from the County of Dowz, written to » 
the Earl of Mount- Alexander, telling, That the Maflacre- 
was to be on the Sunday following, being the Ninth of De-- 


cember 1688: 


his Letter had an incredible Operation on-the Minds « 
ofall near Jauiskiding, for many of them were yet alive, . 
who had been Eye-witnefles of the Barbarous. Cruelties - 
Committed on the Proteftants, by the /rz/h Papifts in the 
Rebellion of (41) without any Compaffion, or diftindti- - 
onto Age or Sex. This Letter with the other to the;Pro- - 


volt, to receive a Garifoninto the Town ( which-had not

had~a Garifon fora long time before in it) and having 
good Information from Dudlia, that the Lord Tyrconnel had 
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sranted Commiffions all over the Kingdom to put all Pa- 4 


pifts in Arms ; and that any Paprft that was able or could 
propofe any way to maintain men for three Months, had 
got what Commiffions they defired ; and to,confirm the 
fame, they faw the Natives that lived in -the Countrey 


near them, gather in great numbers, and forming them-. 


felves into. Companies, and “had*fome experienced Sol- 
diers fent to feveral Parts of the County to exercife 
them. -*Thismade thofe of Zeniskz/ling apprehenfive -that 
thofe Preparations were all making for the intended Mafia- 
cre; and knowing that Jusiskiding was the only place of 
Confequence upon Logh Earne, (all Proteftants, and who 
held out the whole Rebellion of:41, with retharkable Gou- 
rage’) and if the Jrifh were pofleffed of it, they had an 
open Paflage from Connaught to Uifter ; they therefore did 
unanimoufly refolve not to admit the Two Foot Compa- 
nies to Quarter. in the Town, but did immediately difpatch 
Letters to allthe Gentlemen’in the Countrey near the 
Place,. acquainting them with their Refolution, and cra- 
ving their Advice and Affiftance in that Jun@ture 3 for of 
themfelves they were not able to keep out the Two Foot 
Companies, there being but about Eighty Dwellersinthe 
Town, and few or no Armsamongthem.; but when their 
Meflengers returned, tho fome few gave Encouragement, 
yet the greater part did diffwade them from the Enterprize 
s dangerous; the /ri/h being well provided of Arms, Am- 
winition, and all things neceflary ; whereas they. had not 

- ¢n'Pouhds'of Powder in the Town, and not Twenty 
‘ll fixed Fire-Arms : But the Towns-men were ftill bent 
on their firft Refolution, at all hazards, not to receive the 


sarifon ; for'then they did expofe their Lives, as they faidy

Upon Thurfday, the 13th. of December, News was brouglit 
to the Town, that thetwo Companies were on their March 
towards them, and upon Friday that they were come to 
Clownifo, within eighteen miles of the Town; ‘and then the 
Towns-men ( thinking it fulltime to look to themifelves,) 
fend:again to all their Neighbours, praying them to come 
totheir relief, promifing that whilft they ftayed with them 
they fhou’d have free-Quarter for Man and Horfe. Upon 
this, feveral of the Neighbourhood came into ‘the Town, 
with their beft Horfe and Arms, promifing to ftand by them 
in Defence of their Livesand the Proteftant Religion,which 
they did believe , (by the preparations they heard were 
making by our Enemies ,) woud be very foon inva- 
ded. 

Upon Saturdzy,the 15th. of December,the two ¥oot-Com- 
panies came to Mac Guires Bridge, within eight fhort miles 
of the Town, and upon Swuday by ten of the Clock, word 
was brought into Town that they were upon their march, 


and come to Lé/mel/aa Village about four miles diftant from 


Jnnskillea: At the time when the newsof their fo near ap- 
proach came, moft of the men in the Town were goneto 
Church, but foon came out and went totheir Arms,refol ving 
» to meet the two Companies before they came near the 
Town, and being drawn out, they were about 200 Foot, 
anda hundred and fifty Horfe, and having confulted what 
‘was fit to be done, they fent fome of their number before 
to.perfwade them by fair means to return, and brought fome 
Aleand Meatfrom the Town to treat them incafe they did 
comply with their defire. And at the fame time Gaftacus 


Hamilton, E{q; our prefent Governour, came with about-a | 


hundred Horfe within a mile of ‘the Town, to fapport 
the Towns-men if there fhould be occafion, for it was re- 
ported that the two Companies had brought with them two 
or three Horfe loads of fpare Arms, to Arm a numerous 
Rabble of the Country-Zri/b that flocked tothem a én 
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hands. But the Zewiskillen Horfe advancing towards them 
under the Command of Gaptain Browaéng, and Lieutenant 
Chri{tepher Carleton,and theFoot under the Command ofGap- 
tain Molcome Cathcart, who came no fooner in view. ofthe: 
two Companies, but they with the whole Rabble that was 
with them,turned their backs and fled. without halting, in 
very great fear and-diforder, back that Night to Mac Guires 
Bridge, and their Officers being then at Dinner in.aGen- | 
tlemans Houfe notfar from them, hearing that Zzwsské/len-- 
men were come out, leit their Dinner (as was reported ) 
before they had half done; and fled after their men in as 
great fear and diforder as they had gone before, The next 
day they went to Cavax twenty four miles diftant from 
Lnniskillen where they flayed in great fear of the Jvmiskillen- 
men, till they received new Orders from the Lord Zyrecone/ 
to march to fome other Quarters :-And I mutt here take 
notice, that they did not fhew their Potent fo Quarter 
in the. Town, nor once askt to be admitted into the 
place. 


About the 18th. of December, the men-of Juniskilles and 


_thofe that did adhere tothem, feeing the Storm that threat- 


ned them. grew ftill more black, the Jib arming on all 
handsi, and growing much more iafelent than uftal’, 
thought it advileable to put themfelves in fome poftare 
of -Self-Defence,and at a full meeting unanimoufly made 
choice of Guffavus Hamilton, E{g; to. be their Governour, 
2 Geutleman that wasa Juftice of the Peace in the County 
of Fermanagh, of which. Inniskillen- is the County Town: 
His Father Lodowick was Brother to the late. Lord: Glevawly 
in fredand, both. Sons of Archibald Flamilton,. Arch Bifhop 
of Ca/bellin Ireland, had been both Colonels under Guflavus 
Adilphus King of Sweden, and both, railed to the dignity of 
Lords in that Kingdom... The. Lord Lodwick married his 
Lady (who.is Mother to .our Governour> in Swed/and, the 
Wasa preat Fortune tohim, and.’tis{aid fheis nearly related

-to the Crowns of Denmark and Swedland; But he defirows 


to live in his native Country near his Brother, the Lord 


‘Glenawly, upon his return.was unfortunately killed at Se 2 


leaving our Governour and a ycunver Son behind him. Our 
Governour had been for feveral years Cornet to the TrooP 
that belonged to his Uncle the Lord Glenawly, but was dif. 
banded by the Lord Zyreone/, when the reft of the Proteftant 
Offices were turned out of the Army in Ireland,’ and af. 
ter that he lived conftant ly at home on his own private 
Eftate? 

He was not prefent at the Election, butes foonas it was 
made known to him, he confented to take that Charge 
upon him, and immediately gave orders to raife two Foot 
Companies in and about the T own, the one under the Com- 
mand’ of Captain Allen Cathcart, andthe other under the 
Command of Captain Malcome Cathcart, and in a very few 
days formed a good Troop of Horfe, and a Foot Company 
for himfelf, out of hisown Eftate and the Country ad- 
joyning, and uled all the endeavours he coud to provide 
them Arms and what elfe they wanted, and then remov- 
ed his Family from his own Dwelling Houfe to the Caftle 
Of Laiiskillen-*' Deeyy |, , | socks 

Some time before this, having heard that Derry had deni- 
edentrance to. the Lord Astrim's Regiment, that was or- 
der’d to. Quarter in that Town, and had chofen their former 
Governour Mr. Phillips, and were putting themfelves ina 
Pofture of Self: Defeice againft any Jrifh Garrifon. to be 
fentthere, which nearly refembled our Cafe; we did there- 
fore about the 20th. of December, fend Captain Allen Cath- 
cart, “and Lieutenant William Mac Cormick to Derry, with 
Letters; acquainting the Governour and others, that had 
any Command there with what we had done, craving 
theiriadvice ‘and dffiftance in’ cals of any trouble to us, 
as “prommfing~ them Jikéwif our FE riendihip and af{fi- 
Hance if they ftodd in’ ficed OF if, and we hada vee

ry. kind return’ to our Letters by thofe Gentlementhat. 
were fent. 


Soon after this.we had news brought us,. that the Pro- | 


teflants in all parts. of the Kingdom were very much oppreft 
by the Papifts, firft by ftealing their Goods in the Night, 
and ina fhort time.after taking them publickly in the day, 
and upon complaint made to the Magiftrates, (who were for 
the moft part Papifts) had-no redrefs given them; fome of 
them having the confidence to tell the Proteftants (who had 
been robbed of their Goods, ) that 1f their Lives were {pared 
they had no canfe to complain, and now about this time 
feveral came to us from other parts of the Kingdom, leaving 
all their goods behind them; and among many others, thofe 
two worthy Gentlemen , Thomas Lloyd and Daniel. Hodfon

banded his Army, and left all in confufion in England, 
and, the.

their number, who had been very a€tive among thems 
with an Addrefs to the then Prince of Orange, and with 
full power and inftru@iorsto act for them at the Court of 
England, to folicite for Commiffions, Arms, Ammunition, 
and fome Mony for the place. We ordered them to make 
their way by Scotland for their greater fafety, and fent 
Letters by them to the affociated Lords and Gentlemen 
of the Counties of Dew and Axtrim, -acquainting them 
with our Affairs, and craving their aid in Cafe we. were - 
putto any extremity ; and. foon.after had very kind An». 
{wers returned to us, ia de 

The month of February was {pent in Confultations, and! 
feveral Meetings and Treaties'with Collonel Lundy, and the 
eading men in the Counties.of Derry, Dunegall, Tyrone; - 
Cavan, and elfe.where : orders were given out that tke pro- 
teftants in the feveral Counties in the North Wef part of © 
Treland fhou'd form themfelves into Troops and Compas 
nies,and afterwards into Regiments (for the North Eaft part : 
had done the fame before.) and all concluded (in-cafe of exe 
tremity )to fubmit toCollonel Lundy, who wasin great re- 
putation with us for Conduct, and experience in military 
affairs. 

The Gentlemen of the County of Fermaxagh did meet’ 
and conclude to raife two Regiments of Footand a Regi- 
ment of Horfe, which by reafonof fome mens backward- 
nefs to the fervice were not made up, fo that the great - 
{trefs of our Country was left upon the Governour of Zs- 
niskillen, and thofe Gentlemen who did’adhere to him. 

And herel cannot but with honour make mention of : 
Sir Fobu: Hume, who has been always reputed’to have - 

the greatelt fortune and beft Eftate in that County, but was - 
then fo fickly and.infirm, that he cou’d not sueol,s eve 
OYs 
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Toy! and Fatigue of thofe Confufions, yet he was not be- 
hind ia contributing to his utmoft for the common .fecuri- 
ty; he railed more than a hundred Horfe, and above 
two hundred Foot of his Tenants, and Armed them jn. 
differently well at his own expence (who have behaved 
themfelves on all octafions very well with us) he fent. for 
his Eldeft Son from England, who had been three or four 
years in the Army there; avery hopeful young Gentle- 
man Cwho'died in the fervice) to Command them,. and to 
defend his houfe, which ftanding’ near Loghears:, within * 
three miles of Znniskillex, he fortified very well, and plen- 
tifully furnifit it with Provifions to his gréat charge, which 
has maintained a great Garrifon ever fince,and been a very 
great fecurity.to the Country about, and of much con. 


fequence to the defence of Zumishillen : He being forced by his 


great infirmity retired into England with his younger Chil. 
dren, his fecond Som'being in Eugland before he came there 
he fenthim under the Command of Major General Xirk to 
the relief of Derry, who died of a Feaver at, Sea much la- 
mented of all that knew him: . | 
Now. came the News to us, That the Convention of the 
Eftates in Bng/and,as well Spititual as Temporal, had Voted 
the late King James's Defertion to be an Abdication, and 
placed their Prefent Majefties in the vacant Throne, -and 
from this time and upon thefe grounds we thought we 
were oblig’d to behave our felves as their Subjects,our Alle- 
giance being transferr’d and defcending from, the late King 


James upon his voluntary Defertion, asif he had been na- 


turally dead, ‘and accorditigly March the Eleventh, we did 


proclaim King Wiliam and Queen Mary at Inniskillen with 


fuch Joy ahd Sclemnity as our Circumftances coud bear, 
rejoycing. unfpeakably to {ee the. Crown defcend:in the 
fame Roya! Liné, which time out of ming had inherited 
our Gover: nent,” iat merit 

About the 16rh. Of Mirch we iad an Account, that the 
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Garrifon of Duxganon by order from Collonel Liunédy was 
deferted, and that they and all the Inhabitants in the Coun: 
try near Dunganon were fled towards Strabone and Derry. 
And about the fame time, our Governour received T.ét- 
ters from Collonel Lundy, acquainting him, that it was con- 
cluded at their Committee, that allthe Forces in the Nors/ 
Weft of wljter fhou’d draw. towards Derry and the Legan , 
to make good Fin Water againit the Enemy, and he cave 
us a -very melancholly account of the I!l condition his own 
men were in. But our Governour and the reft of the Gen. 
tlmen that adhered to him, were pofitively refolvéd not to 
defert Juniskillen, the keeping whereof being. of fo great 
confequence, thatiit kept the Covaaght Irith, trom joyning 
with the @éjfer Irith, and fo was a great fecurity ‘to Derry 
and all the Country about it. : | 
“March the 20h. all the Proteftants:in the County of 
Cavaw in pitiful ftormy Weather,and in great diforder came 
running to Jnuiskillen; and'the Villages about; to* the-ho 
fmall furprize of -us all; about three or four Troops of 
Horfe coming before, followed with about as many Foot 


Companies, and then the whole inhabitants with their Wo- - 
men-and Children to their middle in Clay and Dirt; with: 


pitiful Lamentations, and little or no Provifion:to fuftain 
them. Our Governour order’d them ‘free Quarter for Man 
and. Horfe in the Town and Country about, many of them 
were indifferently well Armed, and we were joyful that 
they were.come to us; being it hopesthat they wou'djoyn 
With us inthe defence of our Country: 


But upon enquiry into the reafonsiof their leaving their | 


Country as they, did, (wherd-they’ bad feveral good 
{trengths that might for fometime have ~been defended. ) 
Their Officers.told us, that they ‘had orders from‘Golonel 
Lundy..for fo. doing, and did endeavour ( though ‘to no 
purpofe, ) to. perfwade our Governour:to do" the fame 
with Juniskillew 3 But-thar which haftened them away in 
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10 ine Actions of : 
fo great ddorder , was the Lord Gilmoy’s coming with a 
vpart of the Ivz/b Army into. the County of Cavan, and 
junprizing a.Houfe that belonged’ to Mr. Dixy Dean of 
Kilmore, and made Prifoner the Deans Eldeft Sén,: (who 
was Captain of 2 Troop of Horfe, ) Adward Charletou his. 
Cornet,and about eight or ten of his Troopers; upon news 
of which.all-the Garrifons about broke up, fome fetting fire 
te their own Houles, and the whole Country fled to us 
without knowing who or what number of men were come a. 
gainft them... 
‘The Lord Gidmey. animated'by their running away, and 
‘thinking by their example to drive the whole Countty be- 
‘fore him, came with his Souldiers to Belturb.t, and next 
day fenta party to befiege Crom, inthe County of Ferma- 
gach, a Cafile {tanding on Loghearz, about fixteen miles 
diftant from Jyniskillen, it was under our proteétion, and 
has been ever -fmce our Frontier Garrifon towards Dublin, 
aad his Lordfhip thinking to frighten that Garrifonto a 
_ Compliance’ with his Demands, fent two Canon made of 
Tin, near ayard long inthe Chafe, and about eight Inches 
wide, ftrongly bound about with{mall ‘Cord, and covered 
with a fort of :Buckram, nearthecolour- of a’‘Canon. Thefe 
twomock Canon hedrew towards Crom with eight Horfes 
a peece, making a great noife as if they were drawn with 
much difficulty. As foon as they came before Crom, he 
threatned to batter the Caftle with thefe two great batter. 
ing Guns, -and had the vanity to fire one of them, which 
bur{tand had like(as t’was faid,) to have {poiled the Gunner, 
Sut thofe within the Caftle (depending upon aid from Zunis- 
Killen) denied to furrender, and fired out at them from 
the Caftle, killing feveral : Gilmoy continues the Siege, and 
on Fridzy the 22th, of March, fenta Letter to the Gover- 
nour of Znwiskillen in the nature ofa Summons, acquainting 
him that King Fames was come to Dublin, and that he was 
come withan Army to reduce that Country to his obedi- | 
ence, 
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lhe Inniskilling-Men. 
ence, and that by his Commiflion, he had power to grant 
them better Conditions than they might ever expect from 
him afterwards, if they were reduced by force. - Upon re- 
ceipt of this Summons, our Governour called his Officers 
together to confult what was fit to bedone, andall of them 
-did unanimoufly conclude not to defert Juniskillen, nor to 
fubmit toany but to King Welliawand Queen Mary whom 
they had now Proclaim’d, and accordingly return’d Lord 
Gilmoy anan{wer, that they owd Allegiance to none bur 
them, nor wou’d they fubmit toany but to their Majefties, 
or thofe Commiffioned by them, and fo did prepare them- 
felves the beft they cou’dto defend the Town, and to ule 
what means they cou’d to relieve Crom. , 
On Saterday the 23d. of March early in the morning, 
many of the County of Cavan-men left Inniskzl/len, and 
march’d towards Derry, in obedience (as they faid) to Co- 
Jonel Luzdies orders: And the fame day in the afternoon, 
our Governour drew out allthe Horfeand Foot he had un- 
der his Cominand to ‘the common Hill near Juniskilln, 
keeping them all day at their’Arms, expeCting every hour. 
to hear that the Lord Gi/moy was-on his march towards 
us, and refolved to givehim battel before he came near the 
Town, for ever fince we took'up Jrniskillen, we judged ‘it 
advifeable rather to fight the Enemy at a diftance from it, 
than to letthem lay Siege to it, and we have hitherto done 
accordingly: But feeing no Enemy appearall thatday, and 
our Scouts returning and bringing us word that Gé/moy 
came only thelengthof Li/askea a Village ten miles di- 
ftant from the Town, and that uponthe news of our draw- 
ing outagainit him, was retreated back with his mento the 
Siege of Crom. Our Governour therefore in’ the Night, 
fent a detachment of about two hundred of his beft armed 
men, fome by Landand fome in Boats towards Crom, hep- 
ang they might get into the Caftle in the Night, but itbe 
ing day betore they gotthere, the Enemy ufed all the En: 
| Wee’, deavours 
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deavours they cou’d to keep our Boats from Landing atthe 
Caftle, firing many Vollies at them, but being bad marks- 
men, killed only one.old Boatman, and. did. our men. no 
farther harm, but our men fhot {everal of them dead from 
the Boats, Landedat the Caftle, and_having joyned thofe 
that were within, they fallied our together, and beat them 
from their Trenches, killed between thirty and forty <of 
them, got the Fire-arms of thofe that they killed, took 
their two mock Canon, (one of which was left.at Crom, 
andthe other brought to.the Caftle of Zaniskillen,) got two 
fuits of Armour, and feveral other things of value, and.im.- 
mediately after this the Lord Gilmey quit the thoughts. of 
any farther Siege againft Cromand retreated to Belturber, 
At this time one. Brian. Mac Kuaghor Mac. Guir € who 
had been, a, Captain in the Zrifh Army,). was a Prifoner with 
us at Crom, Him the Lord. Gilmoy-had a defire to: releafe, 


and the next day fent_an Exprefs to Captain Crighton(the 


proprietor of the Caftle of Cram, and is Governour thereof). 
prepoling to exchange, Captain Déxie for this Captain: Adac 
Gur, and defiring, if the change were approved of, that 
Gapt.. Adac Geir, might be fent, to him, promifing upon. his 
Ffonour, to return.us Captain Dixie for him. The exchange 
Was very -acceptableta.the Govern ourand all that were in 
the Caftle of Crom, but yet they wou’d conclud nothing un- 
til they had the confent’ of the Governour of Lanishil/en,and 
the other Officers that were there, and fo fent an Exprefs 
from Crom.to Juniskillen-for their Refolution; The Meflen- 
ger was immediately fent hack to Captain Crightox,, with. 
Orders from the Governour to go-on with the Exchange : 
Accordingly. Captain CrightonAent Mac: Guir-to the Lord 
Gilmoy defiring. that Captain Dixie might be returned. to 
him according to:his promife under his hand, which Letter. 

isin the hands of the Governour of Sunishillen. | 
But the Lord Gilmoy (thewing what we may expect from 
the word and promife of Papift)as foonas he had, Mac Guir 
in 
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in. his hands, called a Council of War on Captain Dixie 
and his Cornet Mr. Charletow, where they were both found 
guilty, and fenterice of Death pafléd upon them, for levy- 
ing.men by the Prince of Oranges Commifficn, which was 
found im their Pockets ; and immediately they were defited 
to prepare to Die againft the next day; but in the mean 
time great endeavours were ufed, and promifes made them 
of lite and preferment, if they wou'd turn Papifts and ad- 
“here toKing James. Butthey (though both. young men, ) 
refolutely rejected the offer, ‘and preterr'd their Religion to 
the faving of their Lives, °" + 
And here { cannot bur remember Mac Guires Cerriage, 
who (as it wasreported) fhewed an extraordinary concern 
forthe Lord Gilmoyes bréach of Faith, ‘He went to him and 
told him, that his putting Mr. Diie to death,(after his pro- 
mife under his‘ hand to return him) woird be a perpetual 
{tain to his honour, and rather than he fhou’d'do fo bafe a 


thing, prayed that he might be return’'d a prifoner back to . 


Crom, ‘and that Mr. Dixzes Life might be faved,. for he did 
not defire to purchafe His Freedom’ by fo’ great injuftice, 
But the Lord Gilmoy deaf to any thing thar cou'd be faid on 
their behalf,caus’d both'the Young Gentlemen to be hanged 
on Mr. Rufe/s Sign Poft in Beltarbér, and when they were 
dead.commanded to take their Corps into‘the Kitchen,to cut 
off both their Heads,and ordered them to be thrown‘out in. 
tothe Street to the Souldiers, to play at foot ball with, and 
when the Souldiers for fome time had pleated them{elves 
with this Barbarous fport , their heads were fet up on the 


Market Houfe in Belturder. : 

March the 25th. 1689 having intelligence that Captain 
fames Hamilton vras come to Derry from Fugland with great 
ftore of Ammunition, and’ Arms: The Governour fent Nz- 
cholas Wefthy Efq; and my 'felf Andrew Hamilton Clark, and 
a guard of four-and twenty mem to Derry with letters to 


Colloiel “Lundy, and Captain James Hamilton fora th pply 
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The. Actions of - 
of Arms.and Ammunition, Captain, Hamiltoz-was very de 
firous to fupply us, but. Colonel. Lexdy having the Com- 
mand of allgave usbut a very cold welcome, would-not 
give us one fix’d Arm, .and.only: fixty Musket Barrels with. 
out {tock or lock, that. were thrown by. in the frore houfe 
of Derry as ufelefs,. which we foonfixd,and five Barrels of 
Powder out of at Jeaft.ftve hundred Barrels then in Derry, 
the Powder and Musket Barrels we fent fafe to Dumiskillen, 
and this. was all the fupply that ever we had of Arms and 
Ammunition( but what.we took-from-the Buemy until Ma- 
jor General Kirk fupplyed'us; yee ally 

And now.Mr. Hamiltonon his way back from Derry to 
laniskillen, met Dr, Walker at Ltfford where a token pafied 
between them which:wasof. great ufe,afterwards during 
the Siege of Derry. For.all the Correfpondence that was 


kept between Derry and Iuniskillen: was managed by Dr. 


Walker. and Mr. Hamilton, and becaufe it was hazardous to 
Write,it was concluded on,that.allmeflengers that credit :was 
to. be. given to by either party, were to give that token 
which. if they could, not. give, no notice was tobe taken of 
what they faid. And during the firft month or fix.weeks 
of the Siege the Zrifh Army did not much Scruple to let 
both men and women pafs to.and from-Derrywhereby we 
had aconftant Correfpondence with them during that time, 
but after that they. would fuffer none to go into the City, 


whereby our Correfpondence was in a manner wholly cut 


off. | m 
April the 13th. having intelligence that Collonel Guy: 
ingham and Rickards were come to the Lough of Derry, with - 
Men, Arms, and Ammunition. The Governour of Jevis- 
Killen {ent Mr. Andrew Elamilton to Derry again for a fat 
ther fupply of both, but the Lagex Army happening tobe 


broke near that time, and the Ino Army coming. before 


Derry, Collonel Cuninghaz returned to. Eughend. without 
landing the Men or Arms he brought withthim.s and Mr. 
| Hamilton 
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Hamilton endeavouring to make his way back from Derry 


to Iuniskillen was taken by a’ Quarter-mafter of the Zrifh 


horfe, but then King James having iffued out his Procla- 
mation, that all men that pleafed fhould have liberty to 
go to their former dwellings, Mr. Hamilton procured 
Lieutenant General Hemiltons Pafs, to return to his houfe 
in Kilfkirry, and fo got Safe back to Jeviskillen.. But 
before he left the Irifo Camp, he got a trufty meflenger 
fent into Derry to'Dr: Walker,and having given him the 
token that was between them, it was Concluded on, that 
Dr. Walker thould not give credit to any report that might 
come to Derry of Inniskillen being taken by the Irifh unlels 
fie faw it under the Governours hand, or Mr. Hamiltons: 
and neither were we to believe that Derry was taken un- 
Iefs we faw it under Dr. Walkers hand, and this was ve- 
ry happily concluded on, for there was Scirce a week af- 
ter the Siege-of Derry began, but the Iri/h found means to 


fpread a report among us, that Derry was taken by them,. 


which we gave nocredit to fince wedid not fee it under 


Dr. Walkers hand, which was well known to feveral of 
Ueno DL.)

On Thurfday the 25th. of April, with one Mr. Anthony 
Dobbin(a Jultice of the Peace near Derry,) 1 came to the /rif 
Camp about Nine or Ten of the Clock in the Morning, at 


which time a confiderable party of the men of Derry came - 
from the Town, and were Skirmifhing with fome party-of 


the Jrifh, where Lieutenant General Hamilton went himfelf 
in perfon to encourage his men,and whilft we were*expect- 
ing his return, Vir. Dobbix and I went as near the place where 
the Fight was, as (inthe circumftances we were in) we durft 
venture, and coming ezmong fome of-their Tents, we met

It will be but a {mall digreffion here to relate an unnata-- 
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Lieutenant Collonel Farrell, Lieutenant Collonel: Nagem: 
and his Father Mr. Nugent of Coolamber, with {everal others, 
who being ofthe County of Loxg ford , and having fome 
Eftate in that County,and been acquainted with thofe Gen- 
tlemen formerly they came to me,and very civilly offet’d to 
do me any Service they cou’d in'that places whilft we 
weretogether, we heard feveral Shots going off within 
alittle way of us , and feeing a Souldier coming from 
the place, Lieutenant Collonel Farrel enquired of him what 
the reafon of it might be, who made an{wer that there was 
very good fport there, for the Souldiershad got an Engli/h 
or a Scotch Witch who came to bewitch their Horfes, and 
had been gathering their Horfe-Dung, but the Souldiers 
had made above twenty Shot at her andcould not get her 
kill'd, upon which believing i¢ was fome poor old Crea. 
ture that they were murthering, I entreatedthofe Gentle- 
men to {tep to the place and to fave her, until they en- 
quired into the matter, who accordingly went, (my-felf; 
Mr. Dobbin, and above twenty others being in Company 
with them, ) and agthey came within twenty or thirty yards 
of the place, wefaw a poor old Woman at leaft feventy 
years of Age, fitting with her breft laid bare, and one of 
the Souldiers came clofe uptoher, andheld the muzle of 
his Musket to her breaft and fo fhot her dead. It feems 


‘they being bad marks-men and {hootingat her ata diftance: 


none of their former fhots were mortal; though the was 
wounded in feveral places’. -{ being concerm’d at the bars 
barous Cruelty of the Fact, enquir’d into the matter, and 
whothe Woman was, and found that fhe had been a Wo- 
man of the Country near Derry, who being rob'd of all 
that fhe had by the Jri/o Army, and hearing that the Army 
was fullof Provifions, having got all the Meal of that 
Country, and that they were very civil to all people that 
came among them, fheeame there that morning to beg a 
lttle Meal among the Teits, afd a man pafling by her 
with 
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with a load of Meal, the bag burft, fome of the Meal falling 
upon fome Horfe-dung, and after the man had gather’d up 
as much of the Meal as he thought fit , the poor Woman 
came, and was throwing the Horfe-dung out of the dirty- 
Meal that he had left, which an Irish Souldier feeing, cal- 
led out that. there was a Witch, gathering their Horfe- 
dung to bewitch their Horfes, that the men of Derry might 
get the better of them, upon which the Souldiers gather’d 


about her, and brought her to that Tragical end that I 
have here told. 


April the 24th, Lteutenant Collonel Loyd by our Go- 
vernours order took a party of foot and horfe, and went 
from Ivniskilier towards Omagh, where the lrifh had a Gare 
rifon, (which his party was notin a condition to. befiege ) 
he drove all the Gattel near that place with him, from 
thence he went to Avghor, where the Zrifh had another Gar- 
rifon'in the Caftle, which fled before he came to it, but 
leaft they might return thither again, he fet the Caftle on 
fire burning it to the groundsand defacing the fortificati- 
ons about it. From thence went into the Country of h- 
wghan, and fo returned-to Inziskillen with a very great 


prey of Cows and Sheep, whioh proved a feafonable relief 

to the poor people in and about ZeniskiVen, for when the 
party came imonemight nave bought fromthe Souldiers a - 
good milch Cow for two fhillings or half a Crown, and a - 
dry Cow, or an Ox cheaper, and this was Lieutenant Cole - 


lone] Loyds firft expedition with our men, 


About this time in the later end of Aprilthere came to» 
us from Batlifhany {ome troops and foot companies of excel- ° 


lent men that beleng’d to my Lord King ftom, and came 
with him to Belifbany,when at CollonelLandies defire he lef 


Sligo, And then our Goveraour raifed a Fort on thecome - 


mon hill next the ftone bridge, which he afterwards (to 
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his great charge) did finifh, and isa very confiderable, 
ftrength, and great fecurity to the Town. 
May the'ad. The Jrifb Garrifon. in Omagh fent twomen 
untothe Parifh of Ka/skirry within five miles of Inmiskélles 
and in the night the two men ftole away about twenty or 
thirty Cows. In the morning the owners mifling their 
Cows, and. feeing their track:go towards the road that 
leads to Omagh did believe them ftollen, and therefore fent 
to fome of their neighbours to come and affift them in go- 
ing in Queft for their Cows; Accordingly eight-of them 
got together and went upon the trace of the Cattel and 
overtook them within a few miles of Omagh, but the.theives 
made their efcapeto that Garrifon: The men thatfollowed 
the Cows having got them gave themfelves no further trou- 
ble in following the thieves, but were bringing the Cows 
back with them to their cwn dwelling, but.before the 
got above half way home they. were.overtaken. by four 
and twenty Dragoons from Omagh well mounted ; the 
men ( having all but bad horfes and few Arms ) three of 
them quit their horfes and got into.a great bog: The other — 
five thinking they hed.done no harm but followed their 
own Goods, fubmitted and had<Quarter given them.. The 
Dragoons (leaving a guard with the five prifoners ) follow- 
ed the other three men, but to no purpofe, for the Bog 
that they got to lay near a mountain not paflable by horfe, 
whether they efcaped and fo got home. ‘he Dragoons 
returned to the prifoners carried them a little way back 
with them, and then moft barbaroufly murder'd them all 
cutting them fo in the face with {words and baggonets that 
their triends (carce kr ew one of chem when they foundthem: 
and this for the moft part was the fair Quarter thatthe Jrifh 
gave our men when ever they took any. of them, which was 
the prircips! caufe of oar fo obftinate defenceboth of Der- 
ry and Lrviskllen againtt fuch unequal odds for thefe. with 
what { cold before of the Lord G7'moy andother like barbarous 
Ulages 
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Ulages and breach of Faith, with the fame yet in me- 
mory practifed in 41. and all agreeing with the Princi- 
ples of their Religion, That Faith is not to be kept with 
thofe whom they account Hereticks, All this made fo 
{trong an impreffion upon the minds of the People, 
that they were firmly perfwaded the [riff wou'd not 
keep Articles with them ;and therefore that. it wasin vain 
to capitulate. And they not only acted thefe Inhuma- 
nities without remorfe, but glory’d in them; for the 
next ‘day after that horrridand bafe Murder I have told, 
Bellew the Governour of Omagh fent an Exprefs to Lieu- 
tenant-General Hamilton before Derry, acquainting him 
that a Party of his Garrifon had gone towards Ixwi/- 
killing, and killed about a hundred of our Men ( calling 
every man twenty) which good News foon went 
through the whole Jrifh Camp, and caufed a great deal 
of Joy among them. 

May the 4th. our Governour had an Exprefs fent him 
from Captain Foliot, Governour of Balifbany, acquaint- 
ing him, That a confiderable Party of Men were come 
from Conaught to befiege that places; he fent him the 
Summons he had got, and prayd him to fend fpeedy 
relief’) May the 6th. our Governour fent to all the 
Garrifons under his Command, ordering them to fend 
him {peedily -all the armed Men they cou’d {pare ; and 
the next day fent Lieutenant:Colonel L/oyd with about 
twelve: Foot-Companies, and fome Troops of Horfe to- 
wards Bel/ifhany, who meeting the Enemies Horfe near 
Beleek (a Village three miles néarer Inniskilling than Bel/i- 
foany) {oon put them’tothe rout, killed about fixfcore 

‘of them, and took about fixty Prifoners: All their Foot 
fled away towards Sfigo, and got off fafe, except fome 
few that were taken in the Fifh-Ifland near BeAi/bany, 
with their Captain, one Mac Doxagh,a Courfellor at Law 
commonly known by the Name of Blind Mac Donagi? 
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We got two {mall Cannon, feveral fervice-Horfes, and 
fome good Arms; and thus was Bel/i/hany relieved by. us 
on the eighth day of May 1689. and this was the firt — 
time that our men encounter'd the Enemy in the Field 
with Foot and Horfe ; and having had fo great Suc- 
| cefs in the beginning, it encouraged our men very much ;.° 
| and fo we returned to Inniskilling, having gained this Vi- 
| ctory without the lofs of one man, 
Lo Immediately after this, we had an Exprefs fent-us from 
- Colonel Sarsfield, propofing an exchange of fome Prifo- 
nersof War that the Irih had at Gahway and Ballinvob, 
for thofe that we had takenat Belifhany, - Our Gover- 
nour was willing to liften to the: Change, but having been 
fo treacheroufly ferved before by Gi/moy in the matter of 
Captain, Dixie, defired Col. Sarsfield to fend him the 
Names of the-Prifoners that he would change for thofé 
then at Inniskilfing. Col. Sarsfield delayed lending their | 
Names for near a Month after, and in the meantime he 
orderd all the Proteftants in. the Province of Conanght 
Cthat had a little before taken Protection from him and. 
others) to be put into the Goal of S4go, ‘and then fent 
their Namesto our Governour, pretending that Sir Tho- 
mas Southwel and fomeother Prifoners in Galway, that be- 
fore he promifed us, were to befent into Exglaed tore- 
lieve fome Jrifh Prifoners who were kept theres but our 
Governour fufpeing fome deceit, refusd the Change: 
upon which Col: Sarsfeld dealt very hardly with thefé 
he had in Prifon, {carce allowing them Food to keep them 
from ftarving, and made them fend fome of their Wives 
to our Governour with Petitions and Letters, begging of 
him to relieve them out of their Mifery + Upon which at 
length our Governour confented to the Change 5 but this 
was not without Treachery, as the Governour had fut 
pected 5 for he found all thofe who were fent him in ex- 
change, to have been perfons protected by the Jv, whom 
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afterwards they made Prifoners, and ufed them ill (not 
_ Tegarding the Prote€tions they had given ) on purpofe to. 
cheat the Governour with the exchange. It was the expe- 
rience of fuch faithlefs Dealing, and cruel Butcheries of 
our men after Quarter given, that made fome of our Soul- 
diers Jefs merciful to them in Battel, than they would have 
been to any other Enemy. And we fuppofe it was for 
this reafon that for fome time we enjoy’d our quiet, being 
aterrour to the J77/f on all hands near us. 

But in the latter end of May, information being brought 
tothe Governour, that there was .a Garrifon of the Iri/s 
in Redbil,and another at Bellinacareg ( two Houfes in the 
County of Cavan) who ftraitned thofe of our bounds 
that lay next them; Lieutenant Col. Lloyd was {ent from 
Laniskilling againft them 5 buthe no fooner fet out with a- 
bout 1500 Horfe and Foot, but che news of his march 
was brought to the County of Cavazbefore him, and their 
fear added to hisnumber, he -being reported. to be about 
fifteen or fixteen thoufand; upon which allthe Irzh fled, 
and we no fooner came to Red#il, but the Garrifon held 
out afign for a Treaty 3 and having Conditions offer’d 
them, immediately furrender’d the Place with all that was 
therein, getting Quarter to all the men that were in its 
and fo without deftroying that Houfe, we marched from 
thence with the Prifoners,we had taken;ito BeUinacarec, 
which was reputed one of the {tronge(t Caftles in that part 
of Irelands and that whichgave it the greater name (tho’ 
it wasindeeda ftrong place) wasbecaule Ofver Cromwel 
lay. feveral days beforeit, and could not take it, but Jefe 
it, untilafterwards the Iris deferted the place, when he 
had overcome the reft of the Kingdom. But when we 
came before it, there wasno great Garrifon, and but little 
Ammunition in it; and the news of our taking Redhill 
{truck fo great:a terrour in thofe of the:Caftle, that not 
tany hours after our men came there, they held outa 
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Flag for a Freaty, and did capitulate, That both they and 
the other Prifoners taken at Redhil, thould have free li- 
berty to go,without being ftripp'd, leaving the Caftle with — 
the Arms, Ammunition, and what Goods were in it, to 
the Plunder of our Souldiers, which was accordingly per- 
formed by both Parties. We got in the Caftle fome Pikes, 
about thirty Mufquets, fome Cafes of Piftols, and ‘but 
very little Powder. As foon as our Souldiers had plun- 
der’d the Caftle, we fet fome Mafons, who were in our 
Party, to undermine the Walls of it, which they foon did, 
and then fet iton fire, andin a very few hoursit felltothe — 
ground, and funk in a heap of Rubbifhs which we did, 
becaufe it was a place of great ftrength, and lying in the 
heart of the Jrifo Country. : 

The News of our taking Redhill and Bellinacareg was 
foon brought to Dubliz, with a report, that our Army 
was ontheir March thither ( being ever after this reputed 
among the Irifh to be above fifteen thoufand well armed — 
Men ) and itis incredible to: think what a Confternation _ 
the Irifh about Dublin were ins but our number was too 
fmall, and not half well armed for fuch an Undertaking ; 
however our Men marched near Kells and Finna in the 
County of Meath, and brought from thence above three 
thouland Cows and Oxen, two thoufand Sheep, and fome 
Horfes, and then returned {afeto Inniskilling, without the 
lofs of one Man. 

june the 3d, Information was brought to Inniskilling, — 
Phat the Jib Army before Derry had fent a great many of 
their fervice-Horfes to graze in fome wafte Lands near O- 
magh, eighteen miles diftant from Inniskilling 5 and the 
hext day our Governour fent two Troops under the Com- _ 
mand of Captain Francis Gore, and Captain Arnold Cos bie, 
into the Parifh of Kilskirry,- ordering them to- keep Gar- 
rifon at Iredk, a Houfe belonging to Captain Mervyz, 
and about half way betwixt Luniskilling and-Omagh. They 
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had not ftaid there above two days, when taking. with 
them another Troop and two Foot-Companies that quar- 
terd in the Parifh of Kalskirry, they went in the Evening 
about Sun-fet from Trelick towards Ovzagh, and before 
eight of the Clock thenext day they returned to L7el/jck 
with about eight fcore of good fervice-Horfestaken from 
the Enemy at Omagh, and near as many more {maller Hor- 
fes fit for labour, and about three hundred Cows, This 
was alucky hit; for by it we did difable about three 
Troops of the Enemy, . “ »etter’d feveral of our own 
Troops, when the Horfes were divided among the Men 
they fold theHorfes they got to others of our party, at very 
eafie rates ; and our Men had certainly furpriz’d the For at 


es 


Omagh,and taken it,if notice had not been fent to the Ene- ’ 


my of their coming, and fo they had time to fecure the 
Fort, but not to fave their Horfes, who were grazing with- 
in a (hort way of the Town. 
Soon after this,we had information from all hands,of the 
miferable condition that the Garrifon in Derry was reduc’d 
to, and feveral Meflages were fent us to endeavour their 
Relief ; but alas our Condition was very unfit to attack fo 
_ powerful an Enemy, and fo well appointed.as the Army 
that lay before Devry was for we were not then at moft 
abovetwo thoufand Men, and thofe very il armed 3 and 
we had not above two Barrels left of the five Barrels of 
Powder that Col. Luwdy gave us. But hearing that Der- 
ry mutt furrender very foon, unlefs reliev'd, and believing 
that muchof our Safety did depend upon it, our Gover- 
nous refolv’d in perfon, with all the {trength we could 
make, to endeavour its relief, or perifh in the Attempt. 
Our Governour therefore drew all his Men to the Field, 
and notwithftanding that he-was much prefsd by thofe of 
Iuniskilling not to go inPerfon, but rather to ftay in the 
Town for the fecuring of the Place, yet (fince Derry was 
in fo great hazard ) he could not be perfwaded to ftay, but 
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on the roth, day.of Suze, he marched his Men, being near 
two thoufand, and came that night to Tred; the next 
day we march’d toward Owagbh, and on the Road we were 
informd, That the Garrifon at Omagh hearing of ourcom- 
ing, had fled from that place, which ( tho’ it was a falfe 
information ) yet incourag'd {ome of our Party, who were 
free Booters, and not under any Command, to goon be- 
fore, in hopes to get the Plunder of the Town before the 
Souldiers came to it. They went near a mile before our 
Forelorn, but by that time that they came within lef than 
three miles of Oagh, and fearing no Enemy, they were 
furpriz’d by a party of the Garrifon at Oagh, that lay in 
Ambufh in a hollow, and came upon them unawares 5 yet 
allof them made their efcape, and retreated fafe to our 
Forelorn, except one Rowland Betty, a man in good e- | 
{teem among us, who after he had difcharg’d his Piftol, 
jut as he was wheeling his Horfe, fell to the ground, ‘and 
before he cou‘d recover his Saddle again, they came upon 
him and took him Prifoner, carried him with them a great 
way nearer Omagh, and then murderd him. And thus 
(as I faid) for the moft part they dealt with many of our 
Men after they had been their Prifoners, and gotten fair 
Quarter, | 

Our Governor with his Men march’d that night within 
a mile andahalf of Omagh, and next day early he pof- 
{eft himfelf of the whole Town ( being an open place.) 
except the Fort, which he laid clofe Siegeto. Our Men 
placed themfelves in all the Houfés near the F ort, and be- 
ing good Markfmen, ply’d them fo warmly with their 
imallShot, thatnota man of them durft comein view 3 
for they killed one.of them, and wounded feveral others. 
But we had not been there many hours, when {everal Ex- 
prefles came fron Inniskilling, one after another to our 
Govertior and the Officers that were with -him, acquaint- 
ing him and them,that Cel. Sarsfeld with five or fix Thou- 
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the Inniskilling-Mén. 5 
fand Men was come to befiege Beifhayny, within twenty 
miles of duwiskilling, and that Col. Sowtherland was come 
with another Army to Belturbet, about twenty miles di- 
{tant from Ivniskil/mg on the other hand; and thatthe one 
Army , if not both, would be very foon at Teniskilling : 
Our Governor therefore having received this Account, 
called:his Officers together, to confult what was fitteft 
to be done, whether to go on to relieve Derry, or to re 
turn for the defence of Inniskiing. But the moft of them 
having their Families or Friends in Iymishillvg, it was foon 
refolv'd onto return : Some of the Officers werefor burn- 
ing the Town, it being a great fhelrer for the Jib Army 
on their March to and from Derry; but the Tewn, be- 
longing to Capt. Mervyz, whois a good Proteftant, and 
in great efteem in that Country, it was refolved to fpare 
the Town for his: fake; and {6 we left it as we found it, 
and the next day our Men return’d to Innis killing. 

June the 15h, we had Intelligence that Col. Sowsher- 
land’s Party at Belturbet, was daily increafing, the [ifs 
flocking to him from all Parts, and that he intended {oon 
todraw towards Inniskillimg. But we were ever refolved ,. 
not to fuffer the Enemy to come fonear as tolay fiege to 
the Town, but rather to fight them beforethey came to't; 
neither did we think it fafe to give them any long-time 
to ftay near our Quarters 3. and therefore our Governor 
ordered Lieut. Col. Lloyd to take the Field with the great- 
eft ftrength we could make in Foot and Horfe, and to 
march again{t Sowtherland. ; 3 

June the 17. Lieut.Col.1 loyd came with bis Men to Mac- 
Guires Bridge,a Place not full half way betwixt Inniskilling 
and Belturber, where Col. Southerland and his Party lay 5 
from which Place an Irifh Spy went inthe night, and ac: 
quainted Col.Southerland,that all the Forces of lnniskilling 
were coming againft him: Col. Southerland had then 
with him but about two Regiments of Foot, a Regiment. 
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of Dragoons, and fome tew Troops of Horfe; he had 
brought with himfrom Duxbliz {pare Arms for two Regi- 
ments of new levy'd Men that were every day expected 
to come to him; he had fome Pieces of Cannon, and’ 
great {tore of Bisket , Wheat, Flower, Malt, and o- 
ther Provifionsfor his Army, in order to befiege Ina#skil- 
ling. When this News was brought him, that the Jung: 
killing Army was coming againft him , and believing it 
true that they were fo numerous, above fifteen thoufand 
(as was reported ) hethought it not fafe to ftayat Bel- 
turbet, having no Place of any Strength there but: the 
Church and Church-yard, ‘which was a little fortified, but 
not large enough to contain the number of men he 
had with him: He therefore thought it beft to provide 
for hisown Safety, and to fecure the Cannon, and what 
he could on a fudden carry with him 5 but withal drew 
out a Detachment of Eighty Dragoons, and about two 
hundred Foot, and left them in the Church of Belturber, 
under the Command of Lieut. Col. Edward Scot, and 
fome other Officers, to fee if they could make good that 
Place againft the Inmiskiling Men, until he came back to 
their Relief, and fo march’d with thereft of his Men to- 
wards Monaghan, that if he were purfued, he might.come 
to Charlemont under the fhelter of the Caftle. | 

The next day hapned to be a moft terrible day of Rain, 
infomuch that our Men cou’d march no further that days 
and this gave Col, Souther/and time enough to go off with 
thofe Men that he brought with him; but the next day 
again proving fair, Lieu-Col. L/oyd with his Men advaned 
towards Belturbet, and order’d Capt. Robert Vaughan and 
Capt. Hugh Galbraith, with theirtwo Troops of Dragoons 
to be the Forlorn; but by that time they came within 
two miles of Be/turber, there met them about a Troop of . 
Dragoons that fired at them, but our Dragoons alighting 
from their Horfes, and lining the Ditches on both fides of 
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the Road,and the main Body ofour Men coming in view, 
the Iris Dragoons retreated to Belturbet, and went all in- 
to the Church and Church-yard to the reft of their Men; 
intending to make good that Place, firing very faft at us, 
but with the fame fuccefs that is ufual with them ; for they 
touch’d not aman of ours, but one, who recovered after 
wards. Our men came very clofeupon them, and foon got 
into all the Houfes near the Church, and fome of them get. 
ting into the Archbifhop of Dxblix’s Houfe in Belturher, 
( which by its height does overtop the Church-yard) from 
the upper windows they did {o gall them with their Shor, 
that not a man of them could keep the Church yard ; and 
within lef§ than two hours after we came there ( fome of 
their men being killed ) they held out a Flag for a Treaty; 
which being granted, they made Conditions; and it was 
Agreed, That all the Officers and Souldiers fhould be our 
Prifoners : The Officers to have all their Cloaths and Mo- 
ney given them if it did not exceed ten Pounds the piece 5 
the common Souldiers were to have their Lives fav'd, but 
to be ftripp’d of all their red Coats, which was according- 
ly performed. And thus we got about three hundred Pri- 
foners, whereof thirteen were Commiffion Officers, toge- 
ther with Lieut. Col. Scot, their Commander in chief; but 
next day we let.go near 200 of the meanclt of the com- 
mon Souldiers,, becaufe of the Charge we wereat in main- 
taining them ; and the reft,with their Officers we brought 
with us to Iumiskiliing. We got about {even hundred Mut. 
kets, a Barrel and a halfof Powder ( which was as much’ 
as we had in our Store-houfe before) eighty Dragoon- 
Horfes, with all the Accoutrements belonging to them, 
about twenty Horfe-loads of Bisket, above fitty Barrels of 
Flower, a hundred Barrels of Wheat, fome Malt, and o- 
ther Provifions, all which we fent by Water to Innishi- 
fing, we got but as many red Coats as ferv’d two Com- 
Panis, ‘many of their men (being new Levies) wearing 
e# EF Gray. 5 
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Gray 3 and then we returnd to Inniskilfing without the 
lof of one man, loaden with the Spoils and Provifions of 
our Enemies, which came very feafonably touss for by it 
we were plentifully provided with Bread until our Har- 
velt fupply’d us again 5 and our Companies, who. were ill 
Armed before, were now. well recruited, and fome new 
Companies were immediatly rais‘d, fo that our Condition 
was very much better’"d by it. ) 
July the 3d. we received a Letter from Mr. Archdeacon 
Brown, Chaplain in the Bozadventure Frigat, Capt. Lho- 
mos Hobfon Commander, giving us an Account, That 
Major General Kir& had fent that Ship from the Lough of 
Derry round to Bellifhany, to know m what condition we 
were at Inniskilling, and if we {tood in need of Ammunt- 
tion, or any other thing that he could fpare, we fhould be 
provided 3 and withal defired that fome of our Number 
hould be fent to the Ship to give Capt. Hobjow a particular 
Relation. of our Affairs. This was a moft feafonable and 
acceptable Meffage to allthe Garifon of Ixniskilling, efpe- 
cially when we were in hopes of a fupply of Powder 3 for 
although our Foot-Souldiers were indifferently. provided 
in Arms by the fupply that we took from Col. Southerland, 
yet. (as! obferv'd before) we had but little. Powder, not 
much more than three Barrels in our Garifon, whereof we 
got alittle before a Barrel and ahalf in Belturbet. 

Orders were therefore that very. night given by the Go- 
vernor that Lieut. Col. Lloyd, Capt. Francis Gore, Capt. 
Hugh Montgomery,Mr. Andrew Hamilton,and fome others 
fhould go thenext day to Bedijhany ,with fome Troops and 
Companies to guard what Ammunition we fhould get, and 
to acquaint Capt. Hobson with the ftate and condition of 
our Country; and accordingly, all things being in readi- 
nefs for our journey, we march’d the next day towards 
Beliifhany, being Tharfday the Fourth of Fuly. 
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of Horfe, about two Regiments of Foot, and two Regi- 
ments of Dragoons, came to the Dwelling-Houfe of Mr. 
Andrew Hamilton ( he being ‘but about two hours before 
gone towards Belifhany with a Troop of Hoife) and ha- 
ving fearched the Houfe for him, and not finding him, 
firft ordered theSouldicrs to plunder the Houfe, and then 
fet fire to it, burning it tothe ground, with all the other 
Houfes belonging to himupon any of his Lands in thee 
Country, faying sf they had got hine himfélf-they would have 
made hive Meat for their Hawks 3° and that this was in re- 
venge of the Forfes taken a little before from Omagh, for 
which they blamed Mr. Hamilton. They did no preju- 
dice to any other mans F{tate; but after they had burned 
and deftroyed all that belonged to him and his Tenants, 
they drove away all their goods to Trelick where theDuke 
encamped his men for fome few days. This was a furprize 
upon us, moft of our men being abroad at Belifhany and 
other places: However, our Governor came that night to 
Mr. Hamilton's Houfe, but they were gone before he cane 
there, and he had not a Party ftrong enough to beat up 
their Quarters, and fohe returned to luniskilling, order- 
ing {trong Guards to be kept on all the Roads from Trel- 
lick te [nniskilling. get iol 

Within two or three days ‘our Scouts: brought word to 
the Governor, That the Duke of Berwick with all his Ar- 
my was on their march to Inniskiling, and in a few hours 
would be near the Town. Upon notice whereof, our 
Governor commands two Foot-Companies (with two 
Troops to fecond them) to go and defenda ftrait Paf3 
near the Mill of Inviskilimg, by which the Dukes Army 
mutt pafs before they could come near the Town, and 
which might eafily be defended by a few men: and in the 
mean time the Governor was getting the reft of his men 
together to fecondthem. But the two Companies coming 
to the Mill, and-feing no Enemy near, after fome ftay 
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"here, advane’d near a mile farther than the Poft which 
"hey were ordered to keep, and coming to a Hollow be- 
tween two Hills, were on a fudden furprized with the 
whole Body of the Enemtes Horfe and Dragoons coming 
upon them: The two Companies were foon put to the 
Rout, and the two Troops who were to fecond them, 
feeing the number of the Enemy fogreat, wheel’d about 
without coming to their Relief; we had five and twenty 
ofour men killed, whereof one was an Enfign, fix and 
twenty taken Prifoners, and the reft. (though many of 
them wounded ) efcaped to Ixziskilling 3 we loft moft of 
the Arms that belonged to boththe Companies. Our Go- 
vernor (though too late ) by the time that they were 
broken, was advanc’d on his way towards their Relief; 
on whofe Approach the Duke retreated to TreHick,_ta- 
king the Prifoners along with him, and from thence, the 
next day to the Camp near Derry: But our Governor 
fent an Exprefs after him, defiring that our men who 
were taken might be ufed as Prifoners of Wars for if 
they receiv’d any damage, he would revenge it on the 
Prifoners then in his hands; and in a few days we had 
all our Prifoners returnd to us in exchange for othersthat 
we fent them. We gave Lieut. Col. Scot for a Captain 
of ours that was takens.,and thefe were the only Pri. 


.foners of our men that they took and did not after. 


wards murder , which we. aitribute wholly to the mef- 
fage of our Governor fent afterthem. This was the only 
Lofs that we fuftained fince our frflt taking up Armss 
which was their own Fault, by going beyond the Poft 
that they were orderdto maintains and befides was the 
occafioa of burning of Cape. Cerry’s Houfe and feveral o- 
ther Houfes near Inniskilize,which the Governor orderd 
to be burnd as foon as he heard the two Companies were 
engag d, apprehending the D.of Berwick would haye made 
Capt. Corr'ys Houfe his Head Quarter, being of confidera- 
ble 
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ble ftrength and accommodation, and that his men would 
have quartered in the other Houfes. 

But now to return tothofe who were fent to the Boxad- 
_ venture: On Friday the 5th. of July, the Officers went on 
Board the Ship where that worthy Gentleman Capt. Hobfor 
treated them with great Civility ; and being fully informd 
of the State ofour Affairs, he gave ts good encouragement, 
affuring us, that very foon there woud be care taken to re- 
lieve us. Hegave usthirty Barrels of Powder, which our 
Officers within two days fent fafe to Izziskilfing, he gave us 
alfoa few. Fire-locks, which we left in the Garrifon of B/i- 
foany 3 and at laft it was concluded on by Capt. Hobjox and 
our. Officers, that two of our number fhou'd be fent to Ma- 
jor Gen. Kirk for Commiflions, fome more Ammunition and 
Arms (for we had, and ftill have a great many Men in our 
Country that never bore Arms’) and for aid of Men, elpecial- 
ly experienc'd @fficers, of which we had great want. And 
this being agreed on, Mr. Fob Rider, and Mr. Andrew Ha- 
milton were chofen to go to the Boxadventure to Major Gen. 
Kirk, who accordingly went on Board the 8th. day of Ful), 
and the 124. came into the Lozgd of Derry, where Maj. Gen. 
Kirk lay with the Fleet. Mr. Rider and Mr. Hamilton being 
brought before the Major-General, he for about two days 
did inform himfelf by them of the condition Laniskiliing was 
in, what ftore of men belong’d tothat Garifon,and how arovd. 

We had then about feventeen Troops, thirty Foot-Com- 
panies, and fome few Troops of Dragoonss. our Foot were 
indifferently well arm’d, but our Horfe and Dragoons not 
fo well. The M2jor- General had few or no Armsfit for Horfe- 
men, but he gave us fix hundred Fire-locksfor Dragoons, a 
choufand Maskets to raife more Foor with, twenty. Barrels of 


Powder, befides the thirty we receiv'd out of the Bonad- 


venture, with Bullets and Match proportionable ; eight {mall 
Cannon, and fome few Hand-Granadoes. He gave us Com- 
miffions fora Regiment of Horfe confifting of fixteen Troops, 

and. 
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and fifty private men in each Troop, befides Officers; fora 
Regiment of Dragoons confifting of twelve Troops, and. the 
like number of private men in each Troop, and for three - 
Regiments of Foot, and an independant Troop of Harfe to 
every Regiment, each Regiment of Foot to confift of eigh- 
teen Companies, whereof two Companies to be Granadees, 
and fixty private menin every Company. The Major-Ge- 
neral told us, he could {pare none of his, private men, but 
gave us fome very good Officers, viz. Col. Wil. Wolfely. to 
be our Commander in chief, and Col. of Horfe ; Capt. WU, 
Berry to be Lieutenant-Colonel to. our Horfe; Capt. Charles 
Stone to be Major to our Horfe ; Capt. James Winn a Gentle~ 
man from Ireland, butthen a Captain in Col. Stewarts Re- 
giment, tobe Col. of our Dragoons; and for our three Re- 
giments of Foot,Guflavus Hamilton Governour of Ixniskil- 
fing, was made eldeft Colonel 5 and Lieutenant-Col. Lloyd 
and Major I7jfan were the other two Colonels 5 he gave us 
Capt. Lhomas Price ( who has.a Troop of Horfe with us ) to 
be our Aid-major-General, and one Capt. Johafton, who 
has a Foot-Company, to be our Engineer. 

Ina word; when Major-Gen. Kirk knew what Condi- 
tion. we were in (which he was a Stranger to before, until 
he faw one of our felves) he then granted us whatfoever 
Mr. Rider and Mr. Hamilton defired of him, as farashe {aw 
it for our Advantage 5 andno man coud have fhown more 
Zeal than he did for their Majefties Service, and the Prefer- 
vation of the Proteftants, | 

And thusbeing by the Major-General furnith’d according 
to ourown defire, with fome choice Officers, with GCommit- 
fions, Arms and Ammunition, we took leave of him on 
Sunday the 20th. of Fuly 3 we were a little before that come 
from Lough foyle ( which is the Lough that comes from Der- 
ry _) to Lough-fwilly, where thelfle of Inch is, and the fame 
day the Major-General went from Swily to Lough-fayle 
in the Swallow-Frigat, accompanied with the Mountjoy of 
Derry,

Derry, and another lefler Veffel loaden ‘with Provifions; 
but the Wind being fair for them, and crofsto us, we were 
the fame-night drivea back to the Ifle of Izch, where we 
{taid two days, ‘but the Major-General went on his Courfe 
with the Store fhips towards Derry,’ 

Wednefday the 24th. of Fuly, we went to Sea again towards 
Belifhany, bat the Wind falling {cant upon us, the Ketch 
that the Officers were in, did ply round, and we landed fafe 
within three miles of Beli/bany on Friday the 26th. of Fuly, 





but the other Veffels wherein’ the Arms and Ammunition. 


were, did not come to Beli/hany for three or four days af- 
ter. When welanded, we were met with feveral Troops 
of Leniskilling-men (who with much impatience expected 
ourcoming’) welcoming us with firing feveral Vollies at our 
landing, and giving us all the expreflions of Joy and Satitt 
faction that they were able, and fo conveyed-us the fame 
day to Bellifhany. 

We were no fooner come to’ Beliifhany, but notice was 
given us, that Lieutenant-General Macarry-with a confidera- 
ble Army, wascome to Belturbct, in order to befiege Izzis- 
killing, uponthis our Officers.went the next day to Belek, 


and on Suzday the 28d. day of Fuly, they went by water’ 


from Beleek, and landed fafeat Inniskilling, and {o they 
did not {tay for the Arms and Ammunition. that Major- 
General Agr {ent us.When the Officers landed at Inniskilling, 
alli:the Foot-Souldiers inthe Town were drawn up from 
the Caftle to the farr point of the Ifland next to BeMitha- 
uy, Where they came afhore and receivd them with 2 


Guard 5 and when they were come to the Gate,. gave them: 


three full Vollies. Allthe Men and Women, and younger. 
fort of People that were in. the Town, came in great 
Crowds towards the place where they were, infomuch that 
they cou’d fcarce get coming tothe Caftle 5 and: nothing 
was heard but loud Acclamations welcoming thofe Centle- 
men, and praifing God, that their Evglih Friends had not 


quite: 
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quite forgot them, but that there was fome fign of Relief 
come ; 

That Night that they landed at Inniskilling, there came 
an Exprefs from Crom to the Governour, acquainting him, 
That Lieutenant-General Macarty had march’d his men _ 
from Beltwrber , and was come before Crow, and was rais 
fing a Battery to play upon the Caftle: our Governour 
was then ill of a Feaver, and Colonel Wolfley by his 
Commiflion being Commander in Chief, the Exprefs was 
brought to him 5 and the next day on Munday-morning 
the 29th. of Fuly, by another Exprefs from Crom, we were 
informd, That Lieutenant-General Macarty had begun to 
batter the Caftle with his Cannon, and made his Approa- 
ches very nearit. The Befieg’d with their fmall Shot from 
the Caftle, killd a great many of the Enemy, but yet 
being unacquainted with Cannon, they made earneft te. 
queft to our Governour Hamilton ( for as yet all Ex. 
prefies were fent to him) for fpeedy Relief’ Colonel - 
Wolfeley returns an Anfwer, That he wou'd make all the 
hafte he coud to get our Souldiers together; and upon 
the Weduefday following he wou'd endeavour to relieve 
them. And the fame Monday Colonel Wolfeley fent Or- 
ders to Belifhany, That all the Men there thar belong’d to 
our Army {hould march the next day to Inuniskilling, \ea- 
ving a convenient Garrifon at Beliifhany ( for Sarsfield 
with his Army, lay. at Boxdrows, within four miles of it.) 
Accordingly fome Troops of Horfe, and about four or five 
hundred Foot marched from Bellifhany to Inniskilling in 
their Arms, which is twenty long Exglifh Miles, by Land, 
and fome of them lay two or three Miles farther than 
Belhfhany, and they thow’d no wearinefs at all when 
they cameto Ivniskilling, but were willing that very night 
to to go cowards the Enemy, for to relieve their Friends 
at Crom, | 
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i. A'little after our Men came from Belifbannon; about. 


an hour and an half after Sun-fet,we faw from Tnniskilling 
a.great. Light in the. Air above Newton-Butler (where 
Lieut. Gen. Mac-Carty with his:Army lay) which conti- 
nued for fome hours, and was feen by moft of all the Peo- 
plein and about-Inniskilling ; but we concluded, that either 
they had fet the Town of Newton-Butler, and all the 
Country about, on Fire; or had raifed fome Fire in that 
Country, to give notice to Col. Ssrsfeld, that he was on 


his March towards us: but after the Fight was over, upon. 


_ enquiry into the matter, we found there was no Fire that 
Night raifed among them. 
fam not very fuperftitious to lay great ftrefs upon fuch 
fort of Signs in the Air, but fomething remarkable there is 
inthem. The like was feen at Gluflogh before the AGtion 
they had there with the Irifb of the Garifon of Charle~ 
mont, whom they defeated upon the 13¢h of March laft, 
killing their Leader, and about 200 of his Men, with the 
lofs only of Capt. Awcketill on their fide; but were or- 
_ dered the next day to defertthe place upon the coming 
down of the Irifh Army, under the Command of L. Gen. 
Hamilton, which they did, and marched to Derry. About 
a Week before this, at Eleven at Night, the Night being 
very dark, there appeared in the Air feveral Pillars of 
Light. pointed from towards Charlemont, which were fo 
bright, that they might have read-by them, and this lafted 
above two hours to the Obfervation of all the People there. 
This brought into my Mind a Paffage in the Examina- 
tion of Dr. Robert Maxwell, late Lord Bifhop of Kilmore, 
then Rector of Tyxon in the County of Armagh, printed at 
the end Of Burlacy’s Hiftory of Ireland, in the laft Page but 
ene; I fhall give you his own words, having told a 
little before of -56:Men, Women and Children who were 
taken out of his Houfe and drowned by the Iyi/h at Cur- 
Bridg. About three or four Nights (fays he) before thé 
fix and fifty Perfons were taken out of the Deponents Houfe 
| G 
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and drowned; in the dark of the Moon, about one of the Clock 
at Night, a Light was obferu’d ix manner of a long Pillar to 


fhine for along way through the Air, and refratted upon the 


North Gabel of the Howfe: It gave fo great a Light about 
an hour together, that divers of the Watch read both Letters 
and Books of a very {mall Charaéter thereby, the Deponent 
prefaging thereby that blaody Maffacre which enfued, — 

I pretend to make no Explanation, or enter into the 
Reafon or Dependance we can have upon thefe things, 
having refolved only to tell you matters of Fa@, and to 
leave every Man to his own Conjectures of them. 

Information.was brought us upon Monday at Night,that 
L. Gen. Mac-Carty intended the next day to fenda part of 
his Army towards Li/naskea, withiniten Miles of: us, and 
to place a Garifon in the Caftle; upon this ‘L. Col. Berry 
the next Morning, being Tuelday'the 30th of Fuly, was 
fent with feven or eight Troops of Horfe, about three 
Foot,Companies, and two Troops of Dragoons, with 
Orders to take up the Caftle of Lifvaskea before the Ene- 
my came-to it, and to place a Garifon in it if he found it 
tenable, but otherwife to burn it, if he thought it might 
be ufeful to. the Enemy: And withal he had Dire@tions 
given him to fee if he could difcover the Enemy,what their 
Strength was, and how pofted, ‘with affurance that all the 
reft of our Men would {oon follow to relieve him, and td 
raife the Siege from Crom. . 

L. Col. Berry, according, t0 ‘his Orders, marched to 
Lifnaskea, and. when he came’there, he found the Caftle 
fo much out. of order, that he. judg’d: it a place of no 
Confequence, and fo left it without doing it any prejudice, 
keeping, his Men all that Night inthe Field. ‘The next 
day being Wednefday, the laft day of Fuly, early in the 
Morning, he marched his Men from Léfwaskea towards the 
Enemy. (who lay about fix Miles.from him); he fent his 
Scouts before, ordering them nof to engage any Enemy 
they met with, but to retreat until they might difcover 


their 
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their Strength, and fight them on’ fome advantagious 
Ground. He had not march’d above two Miles, when near 
a place, called Dozagh,his Scouts did difcover a confiderable 
Body of Horfe, Dragoons and Foot marching towards them, 
who immediately advertife L. Col. Berry of their ap- 
proach; he therefore retreats with his Men to Lifvaskea 
again, the Enemy ftill advancing towards him, and being 
a rifing Ground the way that he retreated, before he came 
to Lifzaskea he had a full view of the Enemy, and found 
them to be above double his Number, and therefore did 
not think fit to. fight them in that open place, but to re- 
treat till he came to fome more advantagious Ground. 
But as foon as he began to retreat, he fent off an ExprefS to 
Col. Wolfeley in Inniskilling, acquainting him. what Con- 
dition he was in, and defiring him to make all the hafte 
he could to his Relief, which accordingly he did. 

Now there are two ways leading from Li/naskea to Innis 
skilling, the one lately made through fome Bogs and low 
fenny Grounds, nearer Loghearz than the old way; and this 
Road L. Col. Berry refolv’d to take, as being more fecure, 
and -feveral Paffes on it much eafier to defend than the o- 
ther. He had not ftay’d long at. Lifaskea but the Ene- 
my came near him, and then with his Men he retreats by 
this new Road (which turns off from the old at the end of 
the Town of Lif/askea’) and marched in, good order, the 
Enemy ftill advancing upon him till he came about a Mile 
diftant from Li/naskea, to a Bog witha narrow Caufway 
through it, that twe Horfemen could {carce ride in abreaft 
upon, and atthe end of this Caufway ( which isan eafy 
Mufquet-fhot over) Berry halted, refolving to make 
good that Pafs againft the Enemy until he had Relief from 
Col. Wolfeley; there was a Thicket of Under-Wood at 
the end of the Caufway where Berry placed his Foot and 
Dragoons, ordering them to make good their Ground; the 


Hforfe he drew a little farther off, promifing that they

They made but a very fhort ftay there, when Col. Astho- 
ny Hamilton (who was Major-General to Mac-Carty.) came 
sn view witha confiderable Body of Men, who alighting 
from his Horfe, ordered his Dragoons to do fo too, and very 
bravely advanced near the end of the Caufway, his Men 
firing briskly at ours, but with no great Succefs ; for it 
pleafed God that after a great many Vollies of Shot 
which they made at us, not one of our Men was killed, 
and but about a dozen or fourteen of them wounded; our 
Men were better Marks-Men, they fhot about a dozen 
of the Enemy dead at the end of the Caufway, and 
wounded Col: Azthony Hamilton, their Leader, in the Leg, 
he being hurt, retreated a little, and mounted his Honfe, 
ordering another Officer to lead on the Men, who. very 
foon was likewife killed, with fome more of their Men: 
The Enemy feeing their Men thus drop by our Shot, and 
their General, Col.Aumilton, being gone alittle ways back, 
and no chief Officer thereto lead them on,began to retreat 
from the end of the Caufway, which our Men {eeing, 
gave a Huzza, and called out that the Rogues are run- 
ning, and immediately our Foot and Dragoons took the 
Bog on each hand, and our Horfe advanced on the Caufway 
towards. them, which the Enemy perceiving, began at 
Grit to retreat a little fafter from us, but their Retreat 
{oon turned to-a moft diforderly flight, without offering to 
face about, or fireany more at us: our Horfe foon over- 
took them, and fell in among their Foot, and fuch Dra- 
goons as were on Foot, and made a very great Slaughter 
of them, having the Chafe of them through the Town 
of Lifnaskea, and near a Mile farther ; andthe Execution 
had been greater, but notice was brought to Berry, that 
L. Gen. Mac-Carty, with the Body of his Army, was 
advancing towards him: upon this he founds a Retreat, and

brings back his Men to the place where the Fight fictt be- 
gan, having killed about 200, and taken about 30 Prifoners, 
which he fent immediately to Ivniskilling, with feveral 
Horfe-loads of Arms that he had taken from the Enemy,and 
this AGtion happened about 9 a Clock in the Forenoon. 
About 11 of the Clock there came an Exprefs from Col. 
Wolfeley,to Lieut. Col. Berry, acquainting him, that he was 
come with his Men tohis Relief ; and defiring him to march 
the Party under his Command, to the Moat above Lifnaf- 
kea, where both their Parties might join together, and 
then confider what they hadto do. Now Col. Wolfeley. 
had marched his Men the old. Road.from Inniskilling to 
Lifnaskea, leaving the new Road, where Berry and. his 
Men were, about amile on the right Hand. As foon as 
this Exprefs came, Berry marched, and both he and Col. 
Wolfeley, with their Men, met at the fame time near the 
Moat, above the Town of Lifnaskea: Amd after fome 
kind words had pafled between both Parties: at their meet- 


ing, Col, Wolfeley acquainted the Officers, that the Party 


under his Command had made fo great hafte to relieve the 
other Party, that few or none of them had brought a Meal 
of Meat with them; and therefore they muft {peedily 
confider what they had to do, for either they muft ad- 
vance towards the Enemy, and refolve to fight them that 
very day, or return back again to Inniskilling for want of 
Provifion. But.after the thing was debated among the 
Officers, it was agreed on to confult the Souldiers them- 
felves, and to know their mind in the Matter : The Men 
were Called to their clofe Order, and the Queftion was af- 
ked, Whether they would advance and fight the Enemy 
that Day, or turn back to Jaméskilling ¢ They who had 
never before turned their Back to their Enemy, thought 
+t difhonourable then to begin, efpecially. after fo remark- 
able a Vidtory obtained that Morning, and upon. fo une- 
qual Terms, which they took for a Prefage of wha tay 

might 
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might expe& in the Afternoon: All of them therefore, 
with one Acclamation, called out to Advance. Upon this 


Col. Wolfeley, and the other Colonels, drew up allthe Men 


in Battalia, and gave them the Word, jf Paperp : 
which was very acceptable to all our Party: And then he 
drew out four Men out of every Troop, with an Officer to 
command them, for a Forlorn: Our whole N umber, when 
all were joined together, did confift of about 16 Troops of 
Horfe, 3 Troops of Dragoons, and 21 Companies of Foot, 
befides fome that were not under Command : So that in the. 
whole Party, we reckoned our {Ives fome more than 2000. 
The Forlorn Col.Wol/eley ordered to march on about half 
a Mile before the Army 5 he ordered Col. Tiffan to lead on 


‘the firft Battalion of Foot, confifting of about 5 or 6 Com. 


panies, feconded with fome few Troops. C.Lioyd led onthe 
next Battalion of Foot, confifting about the fame N umber; 
and the fame way feconded; then followed the Dragoons: 
and Col.Wolfeley himfelf led on the main Body of Foot, fol- 
lowed with the reft of our Horfe, under the Command of 
L.C. Berry, and Maj.Stove. And in this order we marched — 
from Lifnaskea to Donagh, and fo towards the Enemy, who 
we were informed had raifed their Siege from Crum, and 
were come to Newton-Butler, a Village about two miles 
from Dowagh. 7 
We had not marched above half a mile from Dona hb 

when our Forlorn came in view of the Forlorn of the Pne- 
my, who immediately retreated before our Men > We ad- 
vanced after them till we came within about half a mile 
from Newton- Butler, where there is a fteep Hill that the 
Road leads through ; and before you come to the Hill, there 
is a Bog, with a Caufey through it, where only two Men at 
moft can ride in a-Breaft: the Enemy was drawn up in ve- 
ry good Order upon the Hill above the Bog; and no other 
way had we'to come at them, but by the Bog and Caufey 
through it. 


When 
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When our Men came near the Place, our Officers con- 
fidered the Ground, and how advantagioufly the Enemy 
had pofted themfelves, and then Col. Wol/eley ordered 
Col. Tian, with his Battalion of Foot, to take the Bog 
on the right Hand of the Caufway, and Col. Lloyd with 
his Battalion to take the Bog onthe left, and Col. W7z to 
divide his Dragoons, and the one half to fecond. Col. 
Tiffan on Foot, and the other to fecond Col. Lloyd; and 
he ordered Lieut. Col. Berry to advance with the Horfe 
upon the Caufway asthe Foot on each hand advanced 
through the Bog; and he himfelf brought up the main 
Body inthe Rearto fend Recruits to thofe that went be- 
fore, ashe faw caufe: and thus whilft we advanced, in 
sood order, towards the Enemy, they ordered the Town 
of Newton-Butler, and the Country-Houfes about to be 
all fet on Fire ; and before our Mén came within Musket- 
fhoi of them, they began to Fire at us; but by that time 
that we came within Shot of them, and had fired two 
or three Vollies at chem, our Men faw them begin to draw 
off and retreat towards Newton-Butler, which our Men 


mifapprehending, believed them running away,and our Of-- 


ficers had much adoto keep them from purfuing with all 
the {peed they could: But Col. Wolfeley, and the Officers 
with him, froma Height oppofite to the place where the 
Enemy was pofted, faw them go off in fo good Ordcr, 
that they believed ic was either to draw our Men. into an 
Ambufh, or bring them to fome place of better advan- 
tage for the Enemy 3 and therefore {ent orders to Col. 
Tiffan and Lloyd, that no Man fhould go out of his Rank, 
but purfue them in good Order, until they were certain 
that they were flying: Our Men having received this 
Command, advanced after the Enemy, keeping their 
Ranks, and the Enemy {till faced about in their Rear, 
firing at us till we went through the Town of New- 
ton-Butler, and near a mile paft it, and thus in very good 


Order they retreated, and we advanced, till they came to 
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a Bog, onthe Road near half an Irith Mile over, with 
a narrow Caufey through the middle of it, by which we 
muft pafsto them: And as foon as‘ever the Front of our 
Men came to the Bog fide, they faw the Enemy all drawn 
up on the Hill oppofite to them, at the other fide of the 
Bog, having their Canon placedat the end of the Caufey : 
Col. Wolfeley ordered our Men to advance towards them as 
they had done before, the ground being much alike; and 
fo Col. Tiffan with his Foot, took the Bog on the Right, 
and Col.. Lloyd with his Foot took it on the lef Hand, 
fecondéd by Col. Wynz and his Dragoons; and Lieut, 
Col. Berry and Major Stone advanced with our Horfe to< 
wards the Caufey; but as foon as our Hotfe came to the 
fide of the Bog, and were beginning to come upon the 
Caufey, the Enemy fired their Canon at them, and plied 
them {fo hard, that our Horfe could not advance one ftep ; 
but our Foot and Dragoons on both fides advanced by De- 
grees upon them through the Bog, (the Enemy ftill keep- 
ing their Ground) till at laft they came up and feized 
their Canon, killed all their Cannoneers, and then advanced 
towards the: Body of their Men that were drawn up a lit- 
littleabove them. As foon as our Horfe perceived that 
their Cannons were feized by our Foot, they -advanced on 
the Caufey ; which the Enemies Horfe perceiving, they 
wheeled about with fuch Dragoons as were on Horfe-back, 
and fled towards Wartle-Bridg, deferting their Foot ; their 
Foot {tood their Ground tillour Men came among them: 
But then perceiving their own Horfe and Dragoons’ fled, 
and ours coming up to them, they thought it no time to 
ftay any longer, but turned their Backs ;. and inftead of 
going to the left Hand, where they had an open Country, 
and might have made their efcape, they (being Strangers 
inthe Country) fled all to the right Hand, througha great 
Bog above a mile long, which leads towards Loghearn, mokt 
of them all throwingJaway their Arms into Turf-Pits. 


Now 
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Now the Country there is fo full of Bogs, and ftanding 
Pools and Loughs, that there is to pafling for Horfe, but ae 
upon the Road, -which for the moft part is all paved. Our | 
Horfe followed theirs in a String, over the narrow Ways 
from the Place where the Enemy had planted their Cannon, 
to Wartle-Bridg which is a Bridg over a Branch of Loghearz, 
and left a good Guard of Horfe on the Bridg to fecure that 
Pafs; and about an hundred Foot, under the Command 
of Captain Gearge Cooper, were ordered to guard the Can- 
non that we had taken. Our Horfe kept all the Road be- 
tween the two Places, that not one of their Foot could 
pafs them: Our Foot in the mean time followed theirs 
through the Bog into a Wood near Loghearn, and gave 
Quarter that day to few or none that they met with, un- 
leis Officers; which the Enemy perceiving, and having ne 
Courage to fight for their Lives, they defperately took the 
Lough in {everal places, tothe number (as was computed } 
of about five hundred, and not one of them that took the 
Water, efcaped drowning, but one Man, who got through 
after a'great many Shot made afterhim. All that Night 
our Foot were beating the Bufhes for them, and all that 
their Officers could’ do could not bring them off from the 
Purfuit till next day about ten of the Clock, by which 
time fcarce a Man of them that took towards the Lough 
fide, efcaped, but was either killed, taken Prifoner, or 
drowned. 

In this Action there was a remarkable Stroke given by 
Captain Wiliam Smith, whoat oneblow cut of the upper 
part of a Man’s Head, juft under the Hat; as much of 
the Skull as was within the Hat, with all the Brains, bein 
ffruck: quite away from the other part of the Skull that 
ftuck with the Body, and not fo'much as abit of Skin to 
keep them together, but what was cut quite thorow, 

Lieutenant-General Mackarty, whenhis Men were fled, 
he with about five or fix Officers, went into a Wood near 
the Place where the Cannon were planted’; and fome {mall 
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time after, came out of the Wood with thofe that were 
with him, on Horfe-back, and fired his Piftol at the Party 
that were guarding the Cannon. Our Men, when they’ 
came firft from the Wood, thought themfome of our own 
Party, (fuppofing all the Enemy fled) and never queftio- 
ned them, till Mackarty fired his Piftol; and then feven or: 
eight of the Souldiers fired their Musqukets at him,fhot his- 
Horfe dead, and wounded him very illin feveral places, 


- and then to put him out of pain, one of the Souldiers club’d: 


his Musket to have knock’d out his Brains; which one of 
thofe that came with him from the Wood, efpying, called 
to the Souldier to hold his Hand, for it was their Gerieral 
Mac-Carty; at the hearing of which Captain Cooper came 
up, and gave Lieutenant-General Mac-Carty, and thofe 
that were with him, Quarter, and that Night carried him 
to Newton-Butler; and he, being ask’d how he came fo 


rafhly to hazard his Life, when he might have gone off 


with his Horfe when they made their efcape? profefs’d that 
he found now the Kingdom like to be loft, his Army being 
the beft (for their number) that King Fames had, unlefs 
thofe before Derry, who were then much broken, and that 
he came witha defign to lofe his Life, and was forry that 
he mifs’d of his End, being unwilling to outlive that Day : 
And thus ended that Day’sService. — : 
Whence wemay reckon the Safety of the Proteftants in 
Ireland, God having given us the greateft and moft remar- 
kable Victory over the Iri/b that was obtained in this or any 
former Age. ‘They were reckoned fix:thoufand, ‘and iwe 
not much above two; we killed that day in the Morning 
and the Afternoon about two thoufand, brought toWaif- 
killing above four hundred Prifoners with their General, 
and a great many other Officers: There were drowned in 
feveral places of Loghearn, (as was computed) about five. 
hundred. The Jrifhb themfelves. confefs there were three 
thoufand of their Men wanting, whenthofe that fled came 
to Dublin, but would not own that we killed {o many, 
but 
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but that for fear of Punifhment and Shame for being bea- 
ten by fo few, many of their Men had deferted, and not 
returned to their Colours.. We took feven Cannon, four- 
teen Barrels of Powder, a great quantity of Cannon and 
Musquet-Ball, all their Drums, and what Colours they 
had, which were not many, they having but about three 
- pair of Colours to every Regiment. 

Some few Days after this Fight, King Fames fent Mr. 
-Hiuben, one of his Surgeons, to Inniskilling, to attend Lieu- 
tenant General Mac-Carty, and likevvife fent him fome Mo- 
ney to fubfift him and the other Officers vvho. vvere taken 
Prifoners, and fent him fome Hogfheads of Wine and other 
Provifions that were fit for him, which he could not get 
at Inniskilling. : 


We loft (as was computed) about 20 Men, whereof 


not above a dozen vvere Men under Command; and no 
Man of any Note, but one Capt. Robert Corry, and Cor- 
net William Bell; the reft vvere all private Men; and vve 

had about 40 or 50 Men ill vvounded. | 
The AGtion of this Day, made the Irifh, through the 
whole Kingdom, take new Meafures: It put them in a 
very great Confternation, and had we followed our Blow, 
we. might (in all humane reckoning, ) have march’d to 
Dublin ; which the Irifh themfelves did apprehend, for 
they had but a few Men then in Armsthere;but that we did 
not know, and it was too great an Attempt upon uncertain 
Grounds: But the chief Reafon of it was this, That when 
Lieut. Gen. Mac-Carty was taken, there was. Letter found 
with him written by Col. Sarsfield to him, from his Camp 
at Bondrows; wherein he acquainted him, That the Duke 
of Berwick was at fucha Day to be near Inniskilling, witha 
Party of Horfe and Dragoons from Derry; defiring Lieut. 
Gen. Mac-Carty, with the Army under his Command, to 
join the Duke of Berwick to befiege Inwiskilling, on that 
fide of the Town that lies next to Lozdon-Derry; 
and that he, with.the Army under his Command at 
H 2 Bow- 
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Bondrows, would befiege Inniskilling on that fide of the 
Town that lies next to Corxnaaght.  And-now the Fight 


that we had with Gen. Mac-Carty, happening but fome 


few days before this was to be done, our Officers therefore 
immediately refolved to march our Men back to Inziskil- 
ling, and to go and meet either Sarsfield, or the Duke of Bers 
wick, whom they judged to be on their way thither. — | 

And fo, with our Prifoners, and confiderable Plunder 
gotten. in Lieut. Gen. Mac-Carty’s Camp, we marched 
trom. Newtown-Butler towards Inniskilling, on Thurfday 
the firftof Auguff, and there our Officers conclude next to 
goimeet Sarsfield on his Road from Browdrows near Belli 
fbannon. Accordingly our Army marched towards Belli- 
{bannons on Friday the 2d of Augu/f : but before we went 
half way, there met us an Exprels from Capt. Folliot of 
Bellifbannon, acquainting us that Sarsfield (having infor-- 
mation of the Defeat that we had given Mac-Carty, and 
that we were returned back) - had raifed his Camp at 
Bondrows, and was retreated to Sligo: Asalfo informing 
us, That.the Arms and Ammunition fent us by Major 
Gen. Kirk, was landed at Bell/ifbanuon. Upon which Col. 
Wolfeley {ent Col. Tiffan, and his Lieut, Col. Gore, to Bel- 
lifbanxnon, with three Troops of Horfe, and fome Com- 
panies of Foet, to fecure the Arms and Ammunition, and 
to fend them to Insiskilling ; and withal, to ftay at Beii- 
fhannon to fecure that Place, in cafe Sarsfield fhould re- 
turn with his Army to befiege it: And having fo done, 
the reft of our Army returned the next day to Inmiskilling, 
refolving to go and meet the Duke of Berwick ; but on Sun- 
day morning, the 4th of Ayguft, we had intelligence that 
the Siege of Derry was raifed, on Thurfday the 1/4 of Ay- 
gujt in the Morning, .a little before day, and thatthe Army 
which lay before it, was.marched paft Omagh. Upon this 
. Lieut. Wiliam Charleton was fent, with about a Troop of 
detached Norfe, -to follow the Irifh Army on their march 
towards Charlemont ; who returned on Monday, and told 
Us, 
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_ in vain to follow them. 


And thus having defeated ‘Lieut. Gen. Mac-Carty’s Party,’ 
Siege of 


and taken him Prifoner, Sarsfield fled ; and the 
Dery being raifed, our Fears were now at an end, and for 
fome time we enjoyed quiet from all out Enemies, and 


the Name of Inziskilling-men became a Terror to the Trifh. . 


We had nothing left to imploy us after this, but to take 
_ care to regiment our Men, according to the Commiffions 
_ which Maj. Gen. Kyré gave us. ars 

__ Wednefday, the 7th of Auguft (being the fame day 


fevenight that Lieut. Gen.Mac-C arty was beaten) we kept 


asa Day of Thankfgiving for the great Victory God gave us 
over our Enemies, and the Peace which we then enjoyed 


from them onall Hands. And the fame Day Mr. Andrew: 


~ Hamilton was {ent by the Officers at Iniskilling to Maj.Gen. 
Kgrk, to congratulate him for his happy Succefs in the Re- 
lief of Derry. He received him very favourably, and with- 
in two days, fent him back to laniskilling, with Orders to 


Col. Wolfeley, to fend him 500 Horfe, and 200 Dragoons, - 
that he might march the Foot he had towards Colraiz, and - 
fo towards D. Schonberg (whom we had advice was at Sea, , 
or landed at Carrickfergus.) He likewife ordered the Dra. 


goons to bring with them 200 of the common Prifoners 


that we had taken of Lieut. Gen. Mac-Garty’s Party, to help - 
to empty the Store-fhips at Derry,and to cleanfe the Town, | 


for they wanted Horfe at Derry; and their Men were fo 


fickly, that they were not able to do any thing towards . 


the emptying of the Ships, According to thefe Orders, 
our Horfe and Dragoons, with the 200 Prifoners came to 
Derry, about the 15¢h of Avguft, and within a day or two 
the Major General ordered the Horfe to march towards Co/- 
rain, but to halt at Newtown, (a place half-way betwixt 
Derry and Colrain) until he came up with the Foot and 
Dragoons. Butthe News coming to olrain, that the In- 
fa neskilling 
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us, That he had feen the Rear of them pals by Caftle-Caw~ 
field, within three fhort miles of Dunganon, and {0 it was - 
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neskilling Horfe were joned with the Maj. General, and 
that they were all on their march towards that place, the 
Garifon there deferted the place, and fled towards Charle- 
mont: Notice whereof being fent to the Maj.General from 
Colrain, the Mellenger met the Ivniskilling Horfle at New- 
town; who immediately marched forward,and:came peace- 
ably into Colrain, being ready to receive the Maj. General 
into the Town the next day when he came to them, and 
fo the Inniskilling Horfe marched before the Maj. General 


alithe way, until his Party joined Duke Schonberg at Car- 


rickfergus. 

And here I would have ended, having been no longeran 
Eye-witnefs to any of their Actions.at Inmiskilling, but I 
cannot omit the manner of our taking S4go, and driving 
Col. Sarsfield and his Party from thence; and altho. I was 
not prefent at the Action, as I was at moft of the reft, yet 


‘T had the Account of it from a Perfon of good Credit, and 


fo may with confidence relate it here; and thus it was. 
Col. Tiffan having from Bellifbanon fent us the Arms 

and Ammunition that Maj.Gen. Kyrk ordered for us; with- 

in fome few days after (feeing no fign of Col. Sarsfeld’s 


return to befiege Be/lifhanon) he ordered Lieut. Col, Gore, ' 


to take three Troops of Horfe, and an 150 Foot with him, 
to go as near S/igo as he could with fafety, and to bring 
him intelligence in what condition Sarsfield’s Army was, 


what their-Number, and how pofted; that if he might. 


be able to attacque them with the Men under his: Com- 
mand, (which in.the feveral Garifons about -Bellifbanon, 
would have been about: roo0 Men Foot-and Horfe ) he 
would do it: But if the Party he -had were too weak for 
them, that he might fend to Inméskilling for the reft of our 
Men, for he did not think it fitto let an Enemy lie fo 
near our Borders. 

Lieut. Col. Gore, according to Col. Tiffan’s Orders, took 
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wards Sligo; but by that time that he came within fix or 
feven miles of Sigo, fome of his Party took an Irifh-Man 
Prifoner, and brought him before Lieut. Col. Gore, who 
knew him to be a fofter-Brother of his own, (that 1s, 
a Son of his’ Nurfes, which is reckon’d'a great Rela- 
tion amongit the Irifh) ;. but being of Irifh Parents, 
and bred a Papift, he had forfaken the Lieutenant Colo- 
nel fince: thefe Troubles began in our Country, and ad- 


heredto his own Country-men and Friends: The Lieut.. 


Col. threatned to hang him for deferting him: but the 
other finding his Life was at ftake, begged earneftlyi of 
L.C. Gore to fpare him, affuring him, that if he would 


- admit him into his Service again, he would be juft to him. 
for the time to come :. Gore, after fome time, pretended to. 


be overcome by. the fair. Promifes of the Fellow, and the 


Interceffion of fome Gentlemen that were with him, he. 


confented to {pare his Life ; andasa Tryal, imploy’d him 


inan Affair.to Sarsfield’s Camp, which, he faid, 1f he per-- . 
formed truly, he would be kind to him whilft he lived, , 


and take him into his Service. The fofter-Brother faith- 
fully undertook to obferve his Commands :.and.then Lieut. 
Colonel Gore defired him to go to S/igo privately, to five 
or fix Officers in Col. Sarsfield’s Army, (whom he named, 


and .for whom he faid he had a particular Kindnefs) and. 


to. acquaint them, That all the Army. belonging to Ivniskil- 
ling, withthe Men of Derry, and the Englifh that came 


over under the Command of Maj. Gen. Kgrk, were all 


joined together,and-on their march towards S/igo;that they 
were above 20000 Men, and would bethere the next day; 


and that he, with the Horfe and Foot under his Com-- 


mand, were only the Forlorn, fent before to clear the way 


for the Army; and therefore defired that thofe Friends of. 
his fhould provide for their own fafety ; but charged him, 
not to tell any of the reft of Sarsfield’s Army :. And thus. 


having inftru€ted his fofter Brother, he fent him away to- 


wards S/izo, whilft he with his Party marched {lowly on, 
their way. All 
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All thé Country near S/igo was planted with frifh; and 
as foon as ever'the fofter-Brother met any of them on the 
Road, he told, that the Insiskilling-Men, with the reft 
before namd, were ontheir march to Sigo, giving an'Ac- 
count of their Number,and the Time of their being there, 
according to what Lieut. Col. Gore had told him. | 
This Story going from one to another, fet all the Irifh 
near S/igo, arunning. with their Goods towards Rofcomon 


and Athloan, and fome towards ‘Galhyay, not one daring 
to {tay for fear of this great Army. The fofter-Brother 


goes on till he came to S/igo ; and as foon as he came 
there, he told every one that he met, what Col. Gore or- 
dered him to tell only to fome few Gentlemen that were 
his Friends, affuring them, that Lieut. Col. Gore would 
be with them in a few Hours, and that the whole Army 
was following faft after him. This was foon noifed over 
the whole Camp; which coming fe unexpeCtedly upon 
them, put them all ina terrible Fear, andevery one began 
to think of his own Safety, and packing up what he might 
moft eafily carry with him; and {0 all were leaving the 
Camp, and flying towards Arhloan : Which coming to 


Col, Sarsfield’s Ears, he fent to know the reafon of the 


Tumult ; the fofter-Brother who had brought the News 
to ‘Town, was foon brought before him; who having told 
what Lieut. Col. Gore gave him in charge, and naming 
thofe Gentlemen, (who happened accidentally to be then 
with Col. Sarsfield) andall of them knew that Gore had 
a kindnefs for them; this did fully fatisfy them of the 
Truth of what he told Col. Sarsfeld: Who immediatly. 
caufed beat his Drums, to bring his Men together, but in 
vain, for he could not get one of them to their Arms, all 
of them: (much like Sarsfeld’s carriage at Wincanton, iff. 
Defert. pag. 77.) making the greateft hatte they could 
towards Rofcomon and Athloan, and {0 to-Dublin, leaving 
Sarsfield, with hisown Servants, to break the Carriages 
of his Cannon,and fo he marched after his Men to sae: 
An 
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And thus Colonel Sarsfeld and his whole Party left Szizo 
tous, without fecing an Enemy, andin fome few Hours 
after Lieutenant Colonel Gore with his three Troops of 
Horfe and the hundred and fifty Foot, entred the Town, 
got fourteen Cannons (and fome fay three more after- 
wards) anda Mortar-Piece, with the whole Provifions 
that belonged to their Army, except what {mall matter (18 
the great Hurry they were in). they could carry with 
them.
